Belle Glade City Commissioners may not be 
setting any records but when it comes to pay, 
they do considerably better than average, 
ranking fourth in the state and number one in 
cities of a similar size. 

Three of the.commissioners earn $250 every 
two weeks while the vice mayor makes $275 and 
the mayor pulls in $300, making for a grand 
total of $34,450 Belle Glade residents pay every 
year to the five-member board. 

That, according to Jerry Bowman, with the 
Florida League—»í ies home office in 
Tallahassee, puts the Belle Glade commission- 
ers behind only three cities in the state. 

Compared to the $6,700 annual pay Belle 
Glade commissioners earn, Tampa is number 
one at $9,000 a year and Jacksonville and Fort 
Lauderdale are tied for the number two slot, 
with each of their councilmen earning $8,400.

Around Lake Okeechobee and in-Palm Beach 
County, the only commissioners who earn more 


than Belle Glade's are the five «county 
commissioners, whose $23,993 annual stipends 
are set by the state legislature. All five county 
commissioners are full-time county officials 
while the city positions are meant to te only а 
part time occupation. 

After Belle Glade, South Bay has the next 
highest paid commission in the Lake region, 
even after the South Bay Commission cut its 
own pay from $174 monthly to $150 a month)

The South Bay mayor earns $175 per month. 

After South Bay comes Pahokee at $100 a 
month, Okeechobee at $90 a month, Moore 
Haven at $225 a year and Clewiston, whose 
commissioners aren't paid at all. 

Former Clewiston City Commissioner Fred 
Sikes was quoted once as saying he would resign 
if the commission ever decided to begin 
collecting pay for civic duties, the theory being 
expressed that a non-paid commissioner would 
act in the interest of the city rather than for 
selfish reasons. 

Bowman said a survey conducted last year 
by the Florida League of Cities indicated cities 
in the 10,000 to 20,000 population bracket paid 
their commissions, on the average, between 
$1,800 and $3,000 a year, with $2,400 being the 
mean average. 

That means Belle Glade commissioners are

paid 2.5 times the average wage made by 
commiissioners of cities the same size. 

Compared to Belle Glade taxpayers, Miami 
and West Palm Beach residents are pikers, 
paying their commissioners only $5,000 and 
$5,200 a year respectively. 

And the West Palm Beach Commissioners, at 
least, have to work harder for theirs, with 
meetings taking place every Monday and the 
second and fourth Thursdays of each month. 

That means that while West Palm Beach 
Commissioners only make $1,300 a year less 
than Belle Glade Commissioners, they earn only 
$68.50 ртт regular meeting compared to the $250 
their Belle Glade cousins rake in. 

And that doesn’t take into consideration the 
four five-week months in each year which gives 
the equivalent of a $500 bonus every year for the 
country cousins.

Cities seek county help in 
trash, garbage disposal 


The Belle Glade and South Bay City 
Commissions and the Pahokee City Council 
passed identical resolutions Monday апа 
Tuesday nights calling for Palm Beach County 
to come up with a place to dump trash and 
garbage in the Glades. 

The resolutions, framed by Belle Glade City 
Manager George Knoblock and tentatively 
approved last week in a joint meeting in South 
Bay, was to be presented to the Palm Beach 
County Solid Authority when it met Wednesday 
morning and will be presented to the County 
Commission when it meets Tuesday 

The resolution calls for both short-term and 
Torig-térm Solutions to'the problem of where the 
Western Palm Beach County cities can get rid 
of solid waste by Knoblock stressed the 
resolution deals only with a “solid waste 
terminal", not the distribution system. 

The cities cited the “critical time-frame 
‘involved, based on Department of Environmen- 
tal Regulations mandates", the fact the 
problem is common to all three cities, the fact 
the county has expressed concern and the fact 
the county has taken action on the same 
problem in other areas of-the county.

Bay two weeks ago that city's permit to dump 
trash in the Belle Glade landfill had run out. 
Belle Glade City Manger George Knoblock has 
said several times that trash from outside the 
city has been coming into the city-owned dump 
"af an alarming rate." 

Former Belle Glade Public Works Director 
Cliff Burgess said the permit issued—hy the 
Department of Environmental Regulation to 
operate the dump will expire in 1977 and may 
not be renewed. 

South Florida Sanitation, in the meantime, 
stopped picking up trash and a number of 
esses and industries in the area, besides 
the City of South Bay and the Belle Glade 
Housing Authority, have requested and received 
permission to put their trash in the city dump. 

South Bay's single trash truck must now 
make the trip to the county landfill in Pahokee, 
a trip five times as long as the one to Belle 
Glade. | 
South Bay City Commissioner Don Tanner 
said, however, he feels Belle Glade was right to 
close their landfill to other cities. 

“If we had a landfill which was almost used 
up," Tanner sajid, "I would do the same thing 
here. We've been using Belle Glade's landfill 
for many years.

So what makes Johnny run. . . for public 
office? - 

The traditional answer is that he wants to be 
of service to the community. .. or at least 
that's what the public is told. 

And in, places like Clewiston ‘and Palm 
Beach, that would apear to be the case. The 
commissions of those two cities collect no pay 
for their efforts so at least they're not getting 
any material gains in the open. 

Then there are places like South Bay where 
they actually cut their pay from $175 a month to 
$150 past year. A 

And finally there are places like Tampa, 
Jacksonville, Fort Lauderdale and little ole 
Belle Glade. So what do those cities have in 
common? They all pay their commissioners 
more than Belle Gladé does. 

But they're the only towns in Florida who do. 

Belle Glade Commissioners receive the 
fourth highest pay in the state, earning $6,500 
each, unless they happen to also hold the post of 
mayor, earning $7,800 a year, or vice-mayor, 
earning $7,150 anually. 

That is, if it can be called earning what they 
collect $250 before taxes for every regular 
meeting they take part in. M. 

Sure, the meetings are long and they also 
hold other special meetings and workshops as 
they're needed and the meetings are only the 
surface of their duties. 

But being а city commissioner is still only a 
part time job and we know more than a few 
people who aren't earning $125 a week and work 
а 40-hour week to get it. 

And we can't help recalling former Clewiston 
City Commissioner Fred Sikes who said he 
would resign if the other commissioners ever 
voted any pay at all. 

His idea what that anyone willing to donate 
his time and-efforts for no charge would have 
only the community's interests at heart. , 

Of coürse, there is the argument that if a 
public servant is well paid, it would cut down on 

.. any desire to graft but that's answered by the 
fact that greed is the main reason for graft and 

y probably wouldn't make any difference. 

It's enough to make one wonder how many 
people run for the commission for the money 
but there is one consolation.

With .all the talk of waste 
disposal problems in the Glades, I 
would like to turn your attention to 
the lighter side of the garbage 
question for a moment. There are 
people in the world who have an 
entirely different problem with 
their garbage. 

Celebrities like Henry Kissin- 
ger don't have any problem 
disposing of their garbage. Their 
problem is keeping other people 
from going through it. I'm 
refering to the practice of 
searching through famous рео- 
ple's garbage for clues to their

.The garbologist is to be 
distinguished from the rag picker 
who searches through trash piles 
for items he can sell and from the 
hobo who ventures into the 
garbage for his dinner.

Orange Julce 
Coming to the end of the Calendar year 
citrus futures traded in volume in a wide range. 
The January contract touched a low of 58.20 on 
December 12th, rallied to its recent hight of 
61.30 on December 19th, and then fell to a new 
low of 57.75 on December 29th. The background 
statistics continue to be mildly bearish due, for 
‘ the most part, to the early maturity of fruit this 
year. For the first three weeks of this season 
the industry has packed (produced) 9 million 
gallons more than last year. It has moved 
(sold) 44 million gallons ‘ess, and has almost 6 
million more gallons of £oods on hand 
(inventory). Speculative traders remember last 
year’s market action. A year ago the January 
contract fell from .57 on December 2 to a low of 
.Абоп January 16 The total January range was 
from 59 to 46 a .13 move. Thus far this year the 
January has had a range from 66 to .58 an .8 
move. Should history repeat itself, then 
obviously the market will sustain further losses. 
However, it is important to note that a year ago 
spot and contract delivered-in fruit was .41 
while today it is at 4914. Each time the futures 
market has backed off it has been met by strong 
buying from the industry-both for short 
covering and new long positions in the nearby 
options. Without damaging weather we would 
expect the market to continue to be defensive 
for the near term. We do not expcct it to repeat 
last year's action. When the January option has 
been settled out, and given improved product 
movement in January, we expect the market to 
become two-sided again. 


Grains 

The wheat market offers impressive support 
and a close above 344 basis March would signal 
a buy condition. Coincidential with this 
bottoming action is the last major bottom area 
for March '76 Chicago wheat wi 
last May-July in the 320- 
subsequently topped out at 480 Der 
strong and latent demand from Russ 
India even more potent. On top of this w 
demand increase, USDA predicted that the 1976 
winter wheat crop will fat 9 percent below this 
year's record, further strengthening the bull's 
case. Many wheat buyers, however, are turning 
elsewhere for the bread grain since U. S. 
competitors are currently undercutting U. S. 
offers. Australia, Canada, Argentina and 
Common Market sales may temporarily place a 
damper on U. S. prices. A crack below 328, 
basis March would again turn the trend down. 
A corn closing below 256, basis March, would 
signal a continuation of the downtrend; a close 
above 269, a buy. Within these parameters the 
market remains a trading affair. Fundamen- 
tals indicate increased usage domestically and 
abroad, but later in 1976 than expected. 
Cattle-on-feed increased 25 percent from a year 
earlier, but hogs for market are off 12 percent 
from a year earlier and increased farrowings 
are delayed until the spring. Russia's crop 
failure has reduced their corn devouring animal 
units, Between July. 1-Nov. 1 the Soviet press 
reported the poultry population down 34 
percent, sheep and goats down 18 percent, and 
hogs off 15 percent. Thus, corn export sales to 
Russia should be inhibited.. The recent Ford 
administration announcement indicating food 
would not be used as a political weapon adds a 
strong bias to the upward momentum for all 
grains. 


Cattle 

April cattle futures remain in an uptrend but 
exhibit a wide trading range of 38.00 - 44.00 
cents per pound. Beef production week ended 
2/3/76 totaled 361 million Ibs. with slaughter 
626,000 head vs. 294 million pounds produced the 
previous week with slaughter 517,000 head. Yet, 
prices remain relatively firm. Lower hog 
production and higher consumer disposable

Total beef production is comparable to last year 
on a cumulative basis; January - November '75 
total 21.6 billion Ibs. vs. January - November '74 
totals of 20.9 billion lbs., even though 1975 
slaughter is almost 4 million head above last 
year.

Hogs 

Although hog charts appear due to the huge 
top formation and the resulting lower prices, 
fundamentals support higher prices, at least 
near-term. Hogs for marketing are 12 percent 
below last year’s level and the big pig crop 
increase is not expected until spring. The 
current hog supply is the smallest in 40 years 
and is running about 20 percent below year 
earlier levels. Cumulative pork production 
January - November ‘75 total 10.3 billion lbs., 
vs. 12.5 billion lbs for the same period іп 1974. 
For the first two quarters of 1976 we expect port 
supplies to be about 10 percent less than a year 
earlier because the expected increased spring 
pig crop won't start moving to market in 
volume until the third quarter. We recommend 
purchase of April hogs near the 42.00 level, if 
offered, with stop protection under 40.80. 


Soybean Complex ] 

The major trends for beans, meal and oil are 
unequivocally down. Beans and oil are 
approaching full carrying charges - a sign of a 
strong bear market. Though decrease in 
open-interest figures for oil and meal indicate 
some liquidation and hence lay the groundwork 
for a possible rally, bean open interest remains
